Maryland Dunkards. 


The members of the Dunkard 
church in this city, who are by no 
means few, will be interested in 
knowing that a valuable historical 
sketch of their sect has recently been 


published. From it we learn that 
the Dunkards consisted at first of 
Mack and a few of his neighbors. 


‘hey soon increased in number, and 
several churches were built, in which 
their simple but impressive services 
were held, Although leading peace- 
ful and harmless lives, they were 
persecuted by the State and were 
driven to seek refuge lu other lands. 
Many fled to Holland and the Duchy 
of Cleves. Whether they met with 
similar treatment there or not we are 
unable to state, butshortly after they 
all emigrated to America, The first 
families arriyed in 1719 and settled in 
Germantown. In 1733 a company 
from Pennsylvania and 


themselves in Western

Maryland, where their numerous 
churches and large numbers at the 
present day are proof abundant of 
their religious actiyity and zeal. 
There are in Washington county no 
less than 14 churches, and almost as 
many In this county, with a consid- 
erable membership. Those at 
Keedysville and Beaver Creek are 
the oldest in Washington county. 
Ihe latest addition is the one on East 
Washingion street, in Hagerstown. 
The one at Sharpsburg has 
famous because of the part it played 
in the battle of Antietam; for it was 
about this old building that the bat- 
tle raged most fiercely. There it was 
that the three corps of Hooker, Mans- 
field, and Sumner were completely 
shattered while attempting to turn 
Jackson’s flank; four generals and 
nearly all the commissioned officers 
were slain, and brigades were reduc- 
ed to mere handfulls, The walls of 
the old church were shattered by 
shot and shell, but they have since 
been repaired, and show no marks of 
the deadly conflictin which they took 
so conspicuous a part. Many of the 
most prominent citizens in this 
county are descended fiom old Dun- 
kard families: The Newcomers, 
Millers, Weltys, Snivelys, Robrers, 
Middlekauffs, Funks and Witmers, 
| of Washington county were original- 
ly members of the Dunkard church. 


They are still a large and influential 
denomination, and itis a well known 
fact that they have in one district the 
wealthiest congregation in that coun- 
ty.

While the Justice was engaged in! 


preparing the commitment, Reekard 
escaped from the officer and went 
home, his house being situated on 
whut is termed the disputed territory 
between Maryland and West Vir- 
ginia, about mid way between the 
boundary line run by Lieutenant 
Micheler, in 1859, under and by the 
direction of the commissioners ap- 
pointed on the part of Maryland and 
Virginia for the purpose, and what 
is sometime sealled the “old Mary- 
land line.” The commitment was 
afteward made out and placed in the 
havds of the constable of Selbysport 
District, Austin Brown, who went 
to Reckard’s house to retake and dc- 
liver him to the Sheriff, and in his 
efforts to do so, resistance was made 
and he was seriously and danger 
ously cut “by Reckard in the breast 
with an axe, Reckard, however, 
was taken and brought to jail, and in 
September last, was indicted tor mak- 
ing an assault upon Brown with in- 
tent to kill him while in the discharge 
Of his duty. When the case came up 
for trial on Friday, Reckard inter- 
posed a plea in abatement to the jur 
isdiction of the Court, as follows: 

**Marshall Reckard, the traverser 
in the above entitled cause, in his 

OWN proper person, comes and says 
that this Court ought not to have or 
take further cognizance of the said 
supposed offence charged against him 
in the indictment filed in said cause, 
because he says that the said sup 
pused offense, if any were commit- 
ted, was not committed within Gar- 
rett county, nor within the jurisdic 
tion of this Court, but in the county 
of Preston, in the State of West 
Virginia. And this the said traverser 
prays may be enquired of by the 
country.”’ 

Issue was joined and a jury empan- 
eled to determine the question of fact 
raised by the plea, which involved 
the inquiry as to which of the two 
lines referred to, is the true boundary 
between the two’States. A number 
of witnesses were examined for the 
trayerser, all of whom testified that 
they claimed that Reckard’s house 
was in West Virginia; that it was 
between the two lines, and about 75 
rods east of the Micheler or new line, 
and also to the character of the marks 
on the two lines, 

One of the witnesses, Notley B. 
Browning, also testified that he had 
been told by a suryeyor, now dead, 
who had run the old line, that it was 
supposed to be the sanre line which, in 
laying out the Military Lots in Mary- 
land, was run up to by the surveyor. 

On the part of the State several wit- 
nesses testified as to having seen the 
engineers engaged on the new line 
in 1859, that it was marked by posts 
and monuments; that the Reckard 
house was also Hast of that line in 
Garrett county, and also further tes- 
tified that while there was consider- 
able talk about an old line, they 
knew nothing of it. One of the wit- 
nesses for the State was Capt. P. A. 
Chisholm, who was with Lieutenant 
Micheler on the survey from Fairfax 
Store to the Pennsylvania line, 

The State also offered in evidence 
the laws of Maryland and Virginia 
in reference to the matter, and the 
report of the commissioners appoin- 
ted by Maryland and Virginia, to 
trace, mark and establish said line. 

After all the testimony was in, the 
following prayers were offered on the 
part of the traverser : 

1. The traverser, by his counsel, 
prays the Court to instruct the jury 
that if they find from all the eyi- 
dence in this case that there was a 
line known as the old Maryland line, 
and that said old Maryland line had 
been surveyed prior to the year 1859, 
and shall further find that said line 
was recognized, acquiesced in, and 
acted upon in the issuing of grants 
for lands by the States of Virginia 
and Maryland respectively, as the 
boundary line between said States, 
then the jury may find that said line

One of my assistants, Mr. de 
la Camp, is at present engaged in 
measuring the portions completed, 
placing some additional marks and 
monuments, and in taking a general 
topographical sketch of the line sur 
veys of the roads and streams in the 
neighborhood of the line haye been 
extended from the initial point of the 
work to within ashort distance of the 
Railroad.

On Aug. 20th, The. J. Lee, Com. 
of Maryland, answerd Lieut. Mich- 
eler’s communicatiol, announcing 
his intention to forvard the sum of 
$350, Maryland ’s share of the amount 
asked for, and also, in consequence 
of the insutticiency of the appropria- 
tion at his disposal, cirecting him to 
close his field work a the end of the 
month. 

To this Lieut. Micheer replied that 
he would discontinue ‘he field work 
it that time, and resume the duties 
in the office in Washington. 

On August 30th, Micbeler not hay- 
ing heard from him again wrote to 
Mc Donald,com missionet for Virginia 
reporting the progress of the work, 


with an estimate of the amount ne- 


cessary to complete it, modifying the 
suggestions made in his letter of the 
20th inst., to the commissioners as to 
the manner of doing so and reducing 
the estimated cost of same from $1000 
to 2650 in addition to the S700 asked 
for. 

Mr. MeDonald was in Oakland at 
the time, and on the same day an- 
swered said letter and furnished a 
requisition for Virginia’s portion of 
the funds necessary to continue the 
work to completion. Lieut. Micheler 
immediately, Sept. Ist, advised Mr, 
Lee of the action of Mr, McDonald, 
and on Sept. 6th, Mr, Lee replied, 
acquescing “in the continuance of the 
field work as far as the modified esti- 
mate would permit,” and at the same 
time informing Lieut.

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Business Barometer. 

New York, May 13.—R. G, Dun 
& Co.’s weekly trade review says: 
A great revolution in business is go- 
ing on, With radically conflicting 
accounts of serious losses at some lo- 
calities and in some branches, and of 
wonderful gains at other places, or 
in other departments of trade and in- 
dustry, the difficulty of reaching just 
conclusions respecting the general 
tendency is much! enhanced. The 
Inter-State act is but one of seyeral 
causes {which contribute to produce 
this revolution in commerce, expan- 
sion In the j}volume, and change in 
the kind of currency is another not 
less important. Most unexpected 
results are produced ; the Inter-State 
act clearly helps some who bitterly 
opposed it, and as clearly injures the 
others who expected great benefits 
from its operation. Thus the river 
business in the west is expanding un- 
der the influence of the law, and the 
railroads are at the same time getting 
larger earnings from the part of the 
traffic they retain, while not a few 
cities, as Cinciunati does, that trade 
in many lines, is greatly)-embar- 
rassed. 

One general tendency is disclosed 
by the urgent demands for suspen- 
sion, or change of the law, especially 
from those whojmost favored its en 
actment. Serious diversion of trade 
from Western cities which have been 
chief centres of distribution is in 
progress, and a multitude of smaller 
towns are reaping the benefit. Weat-

The 
settlement of the colony proper, 
however, began in 1681, with a col- 
ony sent out by William Penn who 
brought another company himself in 
the following year.

Some two weeks or more ago a 
man registered at the Glades Hotel 
in Oakland, professing to be a com- 


mercial traveler for the “Standard 


Tank Line Company” of Pittsburgh. | 


He was selling coal oiland a pecul- 
iar sort of gunpowder, His scheme 
was to sell merchants coal oil a little 
below the regular market price and 
then sell a package of the powder at 
$36, always demanding cash for the 
powder, but selling oil on the usual 
time. He hired a double team from 
alivery man here with which 
drove through the northern end of 
this county, and then by way of 
Kingwood and Morgantown to Far- 
mington, a town the Baltimore 
and Ohio, nearly a hundred miles 
west of Oakland.

Ad- 
miral Anmen, in a pamphlet reeently 
issued, cites the case of the Caledonia

from sea to sea, 87 miles by lake and

Business Barometer. 

New YorK, Jane 10.—R, G. Dun 
& Co.’s weekly review of trade says: | 
But for labor contests and excessiye 
speculation the outlook would be en- 
tirely satisfactory. Crop prospects 
and the financial situation have im- 
proved during the past week, but the 
effect of important strikes are felt 
more seriously every week. How 
great the disturbance of trade and 
production which may result from a 
sing}e strike is forcibly illustrated by 
the returns of iron furnaces to the 
tron Age, making the weekly output 
June ist about 38,675 tons, or 27 per 
cent less than May Ist,, while Pitts- 
burgh statistics, forwarded by our 
eorrespondent, make the decrease 
80,650 tons. Either statement repre- 
sents the remarkable decline in the 
output raging from $600,000 to $750,- 
600 in the yalue of weekly produc- 
tion, and to this must be added the 
decrease in many important branches 
of manufacture which depend for ma- 
terial upon furnaces now idle. 

In spite of the great drain in pro- 
daction, prices of iron haye been 
weaker during the past week, heavy 
sales of Southern iron haying been 
made tn Eastern markets, 

The stove business revives, the 
lockout of the molders having termi- 
nated, but the nail market Is demor- 
alized by overprodaction.

In Frank Wilkeson’s *Recollec- 
tions of a Private’ is this chapter 
which cannot fall to be of greater in- 
terest to the ayerage 
war stories which are written from 
the standpoint of men who were not 
in the fight, or, belng there, treat of 
the struggle in a general and tactical 
way: 

Almost every death on the battle 
field is different. And the manner of 
tne death depends on the wound and 
on the man, whether he is cowardly 
or brave, whether bis vitality Is large 
or small, whether he is a man of 
active imaginajion, or is dull of in- 
tellect, whether he is of neryous or 
sympathetic temperament. Linstance 
deaths and wounds that I saw in 
Grant’s last campaign. 

On the second day of the battle of 
the Wilderness, when I fought as an 
infantry soldier, I saw more men 
killed and wounded than I did before 
or after the same time. I knew but 
few of the men in the regiment in 
whose ranks I stood, but I learned 
the Christian names of some of them. 
The man who stood next to meon 
my right was cailed Will. He was 
cool, braye and intelligent. In the 
morning when the second corps was 
advancing and driving Hill's sol 
diers slowly back, I was flurried. He 
noticed it and steadied my nerves by 
saying kindly: ‘Don’t fire so fast. 
This fight will last all day. Don’t 
hurry. Cover your man before you 
pull the trigger. Take it easy, my 
boy, take it easy, and your cartridges 
will last the longer,.’? This man 
fought effectiyely. During the day I 
had learned to look up to this excel- 
lent soldier and lean on him, To- 
ward ecyening, as we being 
slowly driven back to the Brock road 
by Longstreet’s men, we made a 
etand. I was behind a tree firing, 
with my rifle barrel resting on the 
stub of a limb, Will was standing 
by my side but in the open. He, with 
& groan, doubled up, and dropped on 
the ground at my feet. He looked 
up at me. His face was pale. He 
gasped for breath a few times, and 
then said faintly ; **That ends me. I 
am shot through the bowels.” I said; 
“Crawl tothe rear. We are not far 
from the intrenchment along the} 
Brock road,’”’ I saw him sit up, and 
instinctively saw him reach for his 
rifle, which had fallen from his hands 
as he fell. Again I spoke to him to} 
go tothe rear. He looked at me and | 
said impatiently: ‘I tell you that I 
am as good as dead. There is no use 
In fooling with me, I shall stay 
here.”?’ Then he pitched forward, 
dead, shot again and through the!

When we got into the Brock road 
fntrenchments a man a few files of 
my left dropped dead, shot just above | 
the right eye. He did not groan or 
sigh or make the slightest physical 
moyement, except that his chest 
heaved a few times. The life went 
out of his face instantly, leaving it 
withoot a particle of expression. It 
was plastic, and, as the facial muscles 
contraected,it took many queer shapes. 
When this man’s body became cold 
and his face hardened it was horribly 
distorted, as though he had suffered 
intensely. Any person who had not 
seen him killed would haye said that 
he had endured supreme agony be- 
fore death released him. A few min- 
utes after he fell another man, a little 
farther to the left, fell with appar- 
ently a precisely similar wound. He 
was straightened out and lived for 
over an hour. He did not speak. 
Bimply lay on his back, and his broad 
ehest rose and fell, slowly at firat, and 
then faster and faster, and more and 
more feebly, until he was dead.

ed soldiers who were being burned, 
suffered greatly, if they suffered at 
all. 

Wounded soldiers, it mattered not 
how slight the wound, generally bas 
tened away from the battle line. A 
wound entitied a man to go the rear 
and to a hospital. Of course there 
were many exceptions to this rule, as 
there would necessarily be in battles 
where from twenty to thirty thous- 
and men were wounded. I frequent- 
ly saw slightly wounded men who 
were marching “with their colors. I 
personly saw but two men wounded 
who continued to fight. During the 
| the first day’s fighting in the Wilder- 
ness I saw a youth of about twenty 
years skip and yell, stung by a bul- 
let through the thigh. He turned to 
limp tothe rear. After he had gone 
a few steps he stopped, then he kick- 
ed out his leg once or twice to see if it | 
would work. Then he tore the cloth- | 
ing away from his leg so as to see the 
wound. He looked at It attentively | 
then kicked out his leg again, then 
turned and took his place in the 
ranks and resumed firing. There 
was considerable disorder in the line,

Confederate Battle-Flags. 


Wasuineton, D, C., June 15,- 
The ‘‘pleasant duty,” as Adjutant- 
General Drum calls it, of sorting and 
preparing the rebel flags captured by 
the Union soldiers at the cost of 
countless liyes, for transmission to 
the Goyernors of Southern States is 
progressing rapidly at the War De- 
partment. Five hundred and forty-, 
five Confederate battle-flags are being 
packed for delivery to those whom 
President {Cleyeland chooses to treat 
as the legitimate successors of the 
States of the Confederacy. It has 
not been possible to discoyer who is 
responsible for this performance. But 
the flat of the Admission has gone 
forth, and these flags are being made 
ready for shipment to Southern cap- 
itals. The President is said to haye 
given the order before he left for his 
vacation. It has not been ascertained 
whether he or Secretary Endicott 
originated the idea. Both appear to 
warmly approve it. So faras is known 
in the offices of the department where 
such things should be known,{there 
has been no formal correspondence 
upon the subject beyond the order 
and the circular letter written by 
Adjt. Gen. Drum by direction of the 
President. 

CotumBus, O., June 15.—The vyet- 
erans of the Union army residing in 
Ohio have been suddenly aroused by 
the recent order of the War Depart- 
ment directing the return of captured 
repel flags to the Governors of the 
late so-called Confederate States. The 
Ohio veterens haye been yery much 
snocked by the acts of the present 
reform Administration, but nothing 
has occurred that has so thoroughly 
aroused their indignation as the out- 
yrageous order to return rebel flags 
that cost so many lives and so much 
blood to gain. The indignation is not 
confined to the old soldiers, but is | 
denownced on all sides by Democrats 
and Republicans. During the day 
telegrams haye been pouring in upon 
Goy. Foraker urging him to make 
an emphatic protest against the pro- 
mulgation of the order, and especially 
against the return of rebel flags cap- 
tured by Ohio troops. A large num-| 
ber of rebel flags are in the relic-| 
room of the State House, and it will 
require something more than the 
order of the present Secretary of War 
to take them away.

For the first time since February 
Chicago was selling wheat for export 
on Tuesday and the market is now 
gradually adjusting itself to natural 
Sales of wheat here 
reached 96,272,000 bushels, and of 
coffee 1,272,000 sacks. In both mar- 
kets liquidation is progressing with 
a more quiet feeling. 

The iron market is somewhat 
weakened in tone by the breaking of

The showing with reference to our | 
commerce with the world is better | 
than that of last year. Indications! 
now are that the importations of the 
year will amount to $690,000,000 
in value, a larger sum than at any | 
time since 1882, The exports of the | 
year will amount to about $720,000, 
000, leaving a balance of $30,000,000 
in our fayor. Of the $690,000,000 of 
imports over $450,000,000 came 
through the Port of New York. Of 
the balance Boston got $60,000,000; 
Philadelphia, $40 000,000 and San 
Francisco $41,000,000. Of the exports 
$350,000,000 were sent out through 
the ports of New York. The balance 
being distributed among over fifty 
ports. 

The exports of gold coin and bul- | 
lion during the vear will be very 
small, only $10,000,000 against $30,- 
000,000 last year. In imports in coin 
and bullion the tide has been in our 
favor, for the amount of gold import- 
ed will be about $43,000,000 
$20,000,000 the preceeding year, and 
of silver about the same amount as 
last year, $18,000,000, 

The exports of merchandise for the 
year are not so large as might be 
wished, but that they are more than 
they were last year is one consolation 
although they are less than in any 
other year since IS8l. They will 
amount to $72,000,000, or about $12

for each indiyidual member of the 
National family. The imports, un- 
happily, are greater than since 1883, 
and are within $30,000,000 of the yal- 
ue of the exports.

on being able to produce and manu- 
facture everything necessary for the 
comfort of the human family, should 
have to send $700,000,000 out of the 
country ina year to buy merchan- 
dise. 

Another interesting sentiment in 
the work of the year is that which 
shows the number of immigrants ar- 
riving. They will number for the 
year just about a round half million, 
against a little over 800,000 last year. 
The number coming in at the port of 
New York during the year will foot 
up a round 400,000, Of the one-half 
million arriving about 112,000 are 
Germans, 75,000 from England 
Wales, 75,000 from Ireland, 60,000 
from Norway and Sweden, and 50,000 
Italians. In only four preceeding 
years has the immigration run so 
large. In ’8L it was 669,000; in ’82, 
788,000; in ’83, 603,000 and in ’84 
518,000. 





Crop Prospects. 

CuHiIcaaco, July 3.—The following 
crop summary will apper in this 
week’s issue of the Farmers Review: 
Reports on the yield of the winter 
wheat crop are now coming in, and 
thus far corroborate our previous 
statements as to the shortage that 
might be expected. Missouri leads 
in her average, and is followed by 
lllinois, while the other States haye 
the following relative position: Ken- 
tucky, Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, and 

4 last, Kansas, where chinch-bugs have 
done very serious damage. Twelye 
counties in Illinois report an average 
of seyenteen bushels and four coun- 
ties place the average condition of 
the crop at 78 per cent. Nine coun- 
ties in Indiana place the aycrage at 
fourteen bushels and three counties 
the ayerage condition at 70 per cent. 
Seven counties in Michigan report an 
average yield of fifteen bushels, 
Eleven counties in Ohio report a 
yield of thirteen bushels, while five 
counties report the condition at 85 
per cent. The yield in twelve coun- 
ties of Missouri is eighteen bushels, 
and the condition in three is 108 per | 

leent, Five counties in Kentucky 
place the yield at sixteen bushels. 
In Kansas nine counties report an 
average yield of eleven bushels, and 


five an average condition of 55 per 
cent, Seyenteen counties in Illinois 
complain of damage to, crops by 
drought. Like complaints 
from six counties in Indiana, and 
thirteen Kansas counties report dam- 
age from insects and drought. Rain 
is needed in Kentucky and Wiscon- 
sin and six Missouri counties com- 
plain of damage by drought. The 
condition of the spring wheat in the 
different States is as follows: Sev- 
enteen counties in Iowa report an 
average condition uf 74 per cent.,

to cotton, Rain, which was needed 
in many localities, fell during the 
last three days of the month, and eco- 
pious showers have fallen throughout 
the district within the past four days. 
which have been of materia! benetit 
to both cotton and corn. With rare 
exceptions correspondents, as a rule, 
report good stands, with the plant 
forming and blooming well. The 
condition of the crop is not only more 
fayora»le than last year, but is on an 
average fully two weeks earlier. 
This is a most promising outlook for 
cotton. Corn, however, in many 
sections has suffered from drought, 
but the indications are that a full av- 
erage crop will be raised, more than 
will be needed for use within the dis- 
trict, and considerably in excess of 
last year,

Grarton, W. VA., July 5.—The 
most destructive fire that ever visited 
the town broke out this morning 


ibout four o’clock. When diseovered 

an alarm was sounded and the eiti- 

zens responded en masse, but the 

flames already had full possession of 

all the wooden buildings filled with 

inflammable material, and without 
fire apparatus the efforts of the peo- 
ple to stay the deyouring element 
were useless, and nearly everybody 
went. to work remoying the goods 
from stores aud houses, and furnitoare 
of the oecupants of the dwelling 
houses and hotels that were ineyit- 
ably doomed, The fire continued to 
rage for three hours, and was not 
gotten under control before two of 
the largest hotels of the town, two 
furniture stores, other business rooms 
such as drug stores, millinery, tobac- 
conists, notions, &c., including the 
MSandard- Enterprise printing office 
j}and the book office of the State su- 
preme court printer had been com- 
pletely destroyed. An engine tele- 
graphed for at Parkersburg reached 
here in arun of two hours and twenty 
minutes, but too late to save any 
property. 

They, however, did good service in 
playing upon the smoking ruins. The 
origin of the fire is supposed to be 
either incendiary or spontaneous com- 
bustion. A slight blaze was discov- 
ered yesterday afternoon in the build- 
ing in which the fire started this 
morning, but was extinguished with- 
out serious damage, The probabili- 
ties are that some fire was left unno- 
ticed which smouldered until this 
morning, when the destructive blaze 
resulted, 

There is very little insurance, due 
to the large rate demanded by the 
insurance companies on risks in that 
vicinity. The only facility for extin- 
guishing fires here is that of the 
bucket brigade, and although upon 
the first alarm the citizens responded 
in large pumbers and worked man- 
fully the flames could not be subdued 
on account of the inflammable mate- 
rials in the buildings. 

‘Twenty-three houses in all were 
totally destroyed, most of them in- 
expensive frames. The total Joss will 
not much exceed $75,000,

The Crop Vondition. 

CricaGo, July 10.—The following 
crop summary will appear in this 
week’s issue of the Purmer’s Review: 
During the last week refreshing rains 
were experienced quite generally 
| throughout the States of the Missis« 
| sippi Valley, though many unvisited 
| localities suffered from drought. The 
winter wheat haryest is now so near« 
| ly completed as to furnish a safe basis 
lofthe estimate of the yield, Esti- 
| mates of the yield per acre by sum- 
marizing the report of our correspon- 
dents in this are follows: 
| For seventeen counties in Illinois, 17 
bushels; nine counties in Indiana 
giye an average of 15} bushels per 
wre: twelve counties in Kansas, 13 
| bushels, which the former reports in- 
cline us to think high; four 
counties in Kentucky 11} bushels; 
three counties in Michigan 13 bush- 
seven counties in Missouri 18 4-7 
bushels; twelve 
| bushels, and four counties in Wiscon- 
| sin 16} bushels. The reports on the 
condition of wheat are quite uniform 
from Dakota, Nebraska, Minnessota, 
Iowa and Wisconsin. The lowest 
percentage of condition as compared 
with average crop is 70 from Nebaas- 
ka and the highest 78 from Wiscon- 
sin. The spring wheat is rapidly ap- 
proaching maturity and now in spite 
of drouth and insect injury gives 
promise of about three-quarters of an 


average crop.

Here in this district is an 
educated, cultivated property-hold- 
ing class of the colored people, nota 
few isolated instances but a class 
proving the existence of the super 
ority which I claim. Next, that fully 
one-third more have risen, not in- 
deed to superiority, but certainly to 
a state of comfort, laborious thrift, 
self support, and to domestic pro 
gress, which places them many d 
grees above the mental and physical 
status of slaves. The citizens ol 
Washington on every side, see proofs 
of this statement in thousands of the 
laboring classes around them.”’

Among the causes which Mr. 
Crummell cites for the increase of 
crime among certain classes of the 
negro race are as follows: ‘The freed 
people of the South are fleeing in 
large numbers from the rural districts 
and overflowing both the large cities 
on the Atlantic seaboard and most of 
the great internal cities and inland 
towns. What causes this yast ex 
dus? It is owing chiefly to a stat 
of semi-serfdom or peonage in which 
the black farming population Is held, 
and which has taken the place of the 
eld system of slayery. The landed 
proprietors of the South, not the en- 
tire class, but a | » proportion, will 
not work their farms, nor will 
sell the land to the freedmen. In- 
stead thereof they maintain a tenant 
system of the most grinding and d 
structive character, domiciling Ut 
black laborers in miserable huts, pay- 
ing them in kind instead of money 
with articles 100 and 200 per cent be- 
yond their yalue, and by persistent 
and systematic fraud keeping this 
people at the close of every year in 
perpetual debt until at last thousands 
upon thousands of these wretched 
laborers rise up in utter despair, 
shake the dust off their feet against 
the old plantations of their seryitude, 
and flock to the large towns and 
cities. It is Owing to this state of 
things that Washington has such a 
yery large refugee black population, 
poor and indigent, debased and yio- 
lent. They find here, first a glut of 
laborers and thus they fall into the 
deepest penury and are driyen by 
the force of circumstances in dis- 
honorable shifts and practices to get 
the barest sustenance. But next to 
this they find here acrushing and all 
pervasive caste system, which refuse 
respectable colored people the rentage 
of decent houses; which drives well 
nigh the bulk of the black popul 
tion Into the lanes and alleys o 
city ; which masses this poor peop! 
into close, dingy, dilapidated, and 
unhealthy tenement houses with ex- 


orbitant rents; which declares that

consigns the negro to the single caste 
of servant life; which cuts off almost 
an entire people from the emolu- 
ments of life, the hopes of progress, 
and throws thousands of them into 
hopelessness, desperation and de- 
spair. And it is not clear and certain 
that the power holding people of this 


country have got to put themselves 
into a different attitude to the black 
race in this land before we shall see 
any large recovery of this people 
from the moral calamities which 
slavery and caste haye brought upon 
them.” 


How Type is Made. 

It takesa great deal of work to 
make type, says the Atlanta Conslt- 
tulion. Fiyery letter has to be hand- 
led by fiye persons after it is cast, 
The first thing done is cutting the 
letters on the end of a fine piece of 
steel forming a punch. The punch 
is driven into a piece of polished cop- 
per, which makes the matrix. The 
matrix for the face of the letter and 
the mold for the body of the type are 
putinto the type casting machine, 
fed with melted metal, and the 
letters are turned out one at a time, 
dropping from the machine like the 
ticking ofa watch.

Weekly Crop Bulletin. 

WASHINGTON, July 17,—During 
the week ended July 16, 1887, the 
weather has been warmer than usual, 
except in the Gulf States, Northern 
New England and on the Pacific 
coast, the average daily excess rang- 
ing from 3 to 8 degrees from the Mid- 
die Atlantic States westward to the 
Rocky mountains. It has been 
slightly cooler than usual in the cot- 
ton region, and on the Pacific coast 
the daily average Was from 38 to5 
degrees below the normal. The aver- 
age daily temperature for the season 
from January 1 to July 16, 1887, dif- 
fers but slightly from the normal in 
the agricultural districts, there being 
a daily excess of about 1 degree in 
the Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri 
valleys. The season has been slightly 
cooler than usual on the South At- 
lantic coast and from Lake Superior 
westward to the Pacific coast. Dur- 
ing the week there has been a de- 
ficiency in rainfall generally through- 
out all agricultural districts east of 
the Rockey mountains, except in 
Minnesota, Northern Wisconsin, Col- 
orado and Eastern Dakota, where 
slight reported, The 
rainfall has also been slightly in ex- 
cess at stations on the New England 
Reports received during the 
week indicate that the weather has 
been fayorable for the cotton crop ia

the eastern and central portions of 
the cotton region, but in sections of 
the lower Mississippi valley 
tions are varied. 
excess of temperature and more than 
the usual amount of sunshine tn the 
corn regions, and these conditions, 
combined with the deficiency of rain- 
fall for the week, haye probably re- 
sulted in some injury to this crop.

never known to prove fatal, but pro- 
duces an intense irritation which will 
affect the whole system in the same 
manner as the bite ofa rattlesnake.

Half a Million Immigrants. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—The re- 
port of the Bureau of Statistics on 
immigration during the year ending 
June 30, 1887, shows some interest- 
concerning the growth of 
our alien population, It appears that 
the total immigration during the past 
twelye has 183,116, 
against 318,895 during the last fiscal 
year, oran increase of about fifty per 
cent. This is a much greater increase 
eyen than was anticipated eartier in 
the season, It is most noticeable in 
of the Italians, the immi- 
grants from Italy having been 21,503 
and 47,524 in larger 
relatively than other 
nationality is credited with.

In cases of fever 
a teaspoonful of sweet spirits of nitre 
ina glass of water taken at small 
sips at short intervals is most excel- 
lent, A relief for scalds, burns, poison 
ivy, etc., will be found in an external 
application of sweet oil and lime wa- 
ter.

| Mr. Stake’s Bill to Equatize Taxation. 


Following isa synopsis of the bill 
to equalize taxation and to provide 
for the collection of taxes that Mr. 
Edward Stake, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Taxation of the Maryland 
State Farmers’ Association, presented 
to that committee Thursday of last 
week at their meeting at Barnum’s 
Hotel, Baltimore: 


Section 1 provides that all taxes

Section 5 makes provision for eyery 
person procuring a blank from the 
tax collector and making annual re- 
turns of all property and investments 
held by him or her in their own right 
or in any fiduciary character. 

Sections 6 and 7 provide for the re- 
vision of the returns by the county 
commissioners, with power to exam- 
ine all persons as to the correctness 
of their returns, to assess all persons 
who do not make returns and to im- 
pose penalties upon all persons fail- 
ing to make such returns. 

Section 8 fixes the principle of val- 
uation for improyements on farming 
lands, to be charged only at their true 
agricultural yalue, and also fixes the 
principle of valuation for improve- 
ments on city and town lands, 

Section 9 provides for the collection 
of taxes on the stock in trade of per- 
sons who commence business after 
the levy. 

Section 10 proyides for collecting 
taxes from all transient and traveling 
people engaging in business in this 
State, 

Section 11 makes provision for tax- 
Ing the gross receipts of foreign cor- 
porations doing business in this State. 

Section 12 provides for the return 
to be made by manufacturers of man-

In all oth- 
er sections there bas been less than 
the usual amount oi rain during the 
month, probably less than one-half 
the usual amount throughout the 
corn belt. The large seasonal defici- 
ency of rainfall in the cotton region 
east of the Mississippi has been great- 
ly reduced during the month, while 
the seasonal deficiency in the Central 
Mississippi Valley has been ip- 
creased.

In the August Cen/ury is printed 
for the first time a letter by General 
Grant on the above topic, from which 
the following is an extract: General 
Pemberton, northern man 
commanding a Southern army, was 
not at the same liberty to surrender 
an army that a man of Southern birth 
would be, In adyersity or defeat he 
became an object of suspicion, and 
feltit. Bowen was a Southern man 
alloyer,and koew the garrison at 
Vicsburg had to surrender or he cap- 
tured, and Knew lt was best to stop 
blood by surren- 
He did all he could to bring 
about the result. 

Pemberton was mistaken in seyer- 
al points, It was Bowen that pro- 
posed the he and A. J. Smith should 
talk over the matter of the surrender 
and submit their views. Neither 
nor [ objected; but we 
were not willing to commit ourselyes 
to accepting aS they 
might propose. Ln a short time those 
officers Bowen acted as 
spokesman. What he said was sub- 
stantially this: The Confederate 
Army was to be permitted to march 
out with the honors of war, carrying 
with them their arms, colors and fleld 
batteries. The National troops were 
then to march in and occupy thecity, 
and the guns, small 
arios not in the hands of the men, 
all public property remaining. Of 
course I rejected the terms at once. I 
did agree, however, before we sepa- 
ratep, to write Pemberton what 
terms I would give. The correspon- 
dence is public and speaks for itself, 
! held no council or war. Hostilities 
having ceased, officers and men soon 
became acquainted with the reason 
why. Curiogity led officers of rank 
most all the general officers—to visit 
my headquarters with the hope of 
getting news. I taiked with 
them yery freely about the meeting 
between General Pemberton and my- 
But in

Vicksburg I did. There

change or parole all prisoners either 
at Vicksburg or at a point on the 
James River within ten days after 
capture or as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable. This would have used all 
the transportation we had for a 
month, The had behayed so 
well that 1 did not want to humiliate 
them. I believed that consideration 
for their feelings would make them 
less dangerous foes during the con- 
tinuance of hostilities, and better 
citizens after the war was over.

Blaine’s Plans, 
New Yor«K, August 21 rhe Eve- 
ning Sun prints the following special 
from Washington: 

“Some of the gossip that Is current 
here now is not mere dog-day trifling 
It is certain Republican politicians 
are as excited, as deep in plot and 
counterplot and as busy President 
hunting as party leaders ever were. 
This isin strange contrast with the 
dead calm that characterizes the 
Democrats, who seem to have accept- 
ed without question the certainty of 
Cleveland's renomination. Anditis 
adead calm which the Republican 
politicians assert is the stagnation of 
lethargy. 

The news that has been current 
here for a day or two among the few 
able Republican politicians who hap- 
pen to be here is somewhat startling 
and’an opportunity has been given 
your correspondent to learn just what 
it is. 

First, respecting the purpose of Mr. 
Blaine. Some of his most intimate 


| friends, those who would be likely 


to know what his plans are if any- 
body does, have been putting their 
heads together since he went away. 
They approached each other cau- 
tiously. Each one of them has felt 
that it was strange that Mr, Blane 
had in no way given even any hint 
of his pluns to him. Some of them 
have been repulsed by Blaine when 
they approached the subject of his 
renomination, and among them alla 
feeling had grown that Blaine was 
not giving confidence to any of his 
friends. 

When they came to compare notes 
and found, little by little, that the 
experience of one was the experience 
ofall, they asked each other what it 
meant. So far as any of the members 
of the National Committee or such 
of his intimates as haye spoken know 
he has not breathed a word to a per- 
son respecting his wishes or plans 
for 1888, He went to Europe declin- 
ing to speak of the matter at all. 
Judge Robertson was astonished to 
see Blaine put up his hands warning- 
ly when he tentatively approached 
the subject. A few days before 
Blaine sailed Charles Emory Smith, 
who has since 1880 regarded himself 
as especially near Blaine, could not 
get a word out of him, and his friends 
now frankly admit to one another 
that they do not know whether he

that he has kept everyone of his 
friends in the dark about his pur- 
poses. 





“America for Americans,” 


PHILADELPHIA, PA,., August 22,— 
The old war cry of the Know-Noth- 
ing party, ‘‘America for Americans,” 
will again be raised in the Presiden- 
tial campaign of 1888, by a new 
party, come forth, like Lazarus, from 
the tomb of the old. The projectors 
of the renewed moyement say, how- 
ever, that the Know-Nothing move- 
ment never was dead, and that, with 
the objectionable features lopped off, 
it still lives. During the celebration 
of the constitutional centennial in 
this city a preparatory convention 
will be held, at which delegates from 
thirty-eight States will be present. 
A call for this convention has already 
been drafted by a body known as the 
**American National Committee,” 
composed of some twenty or thirty 
men. Although this committee has 
been “working very quietly they have 
been for over a year in active corre- 
spondence with more or less promi- 
ment people throughout the country 
and have laid a foundation for a solid 
party organization. They claim 
among their numbers over 1,500,000 
persons, metnbers of societies whose 
purpose Is to inculcate purely Amer- 
ican ideas, some of which are a sur- 
vival of some of the Know-Nothing 
organizations of 1344, 

General Master Workman Pow- 
derly is a prominent member of this 
new party, and has given utterance 
more than once to the principles this 
new party proposed to stand on. 
These principles all start out from 
one central idea—the restriction of 
immigration.

the process of recuperation slow. 
Provided the crop be seeded in with 
a view of turning it under the soil is 
always benefited, for while the 
plants, through the agency the 
roota and leaves, appropriate nitro- 
gen in the shape of nitric acid and 
ammonia from the atmosphere and 
moisture, the roots also exert

About Beds. 


The beds of the ancients had In 
general few peculiarities to distin- 
guish them from our simpler forms, 
Both the Greeks and the Homans 
had their beds sapported on frames 
thut resembled our modern bed- 
steads, feather and wool mattresses 
were common, and the bedclothing, 
in the luxurious period of each na- 
tion, was richly decorated with elab- 
orated needle work. The Britons, 
when conquered by Ceesar, slept on 
skins, after the manner of our North 
American Indians, but at a later 
period they made use of straw sacks 
as beds. The ancient Mgyptians had 
a couch of peculiar shape and a pro« 
fusion of soft cushions and richly 
embroidered drapery. Most of the 
beds mentioned in the Bible were 
probably of the ordinary simple kind. 

During the middie ages beds were 
made of coarse canvas aud filled with 
straw or leayes. These could be 
opened and the litter re-made daily, 
as is the custom to-day with the mat- 
in the old-fashioned inns of 
and Italy. The bedsteads 
were low-posted and usually had a 
canopy at the head. In the Bayeux 
tapestry Edward the Confessor is rep- 
resented lying upon a raised seat, his

The Ring's False Pretenses. 


Moral or mental obliquity, a lack 
of common sense, or the rudimentary 
principles of education sometimes 
lead to queer inconsistencies in speech 
and writing.

goes 


certain things an obligation 
along with it to do all that is neces- 
sary to make the contract or obliga 


tion effective; and any subsequent 


years, and so far not a serious pro- 
posal has been made to the legisla- 
ture to curb the power of corpora- 
tions. Upon a matter which has en- 
grossed the attention of the pro- 
foundest lawyers, scholars and states- 
men in the country, and the most 
enlightened workinymen’s clubs and

The time ‘of these politicians and 
their organs was too vatuable to be 
wasted in sentimental efforts to con- 
tribute to the comfort and conyeni- 
ence ofthe general public. Prolific 
in promises that cost nothing, they 
have guarded with jealous care all 
the avenues to railroad or corporation 
reform, just as the Scotch blackmail- 
er stood at the mouth of his gulch to 
give safe passage to his yictims after 
he had exacted his own fees. The 
workingmen, for whom this corpora- 
tion bait has been thrown out, have 
about sized up their professions, 
They have knocked at the cab door 
of the machine for several years now, 
and what haye they toshow for their 
pledgings aud loss of time and mon- 
ey? ‘They are beginning to realize, 
like most other decent citizens, that 
men who base their title to oftice 
upon fraud will be tainted by their 
own acts, and are not to be trusted 
to act honestly by others. The work- 
ingmen are more interested in hone 
est elections than any other people 
in Baltimore. They have not the 
money to buy legislation, and their 
only means of securing it is through 
the free and fair expression of public 
opinion ut the polls. Unless we are 
greatly mistaken, the time has gone 
by, if ever it existed, when theireyes 
could be closed to fraud and ballot- 
box stuffing by hypocritical promises

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By-Laws of Chiidren’s Home. 
The “Children’s Home,” of Garrett 
| county, Md., at Deer Park, having 
been incorporated, the following sec- 
tions of the By-Laws are printed that 
all in the county may fully under- 
stand them: 

it shall be the duty of the Matron 
to teach the children the ordinary 
branches, as well as sewing, cooking 
and general house work. 

PUTIES OF TRUSTEES. 

They shall hold in trust any prop- 
erty, real or personal, that now is in 
possession or may come into posses- 
sion of the Home, and to haye a 
general superyision of the same. 

The trustees shall be the legal guar- 
dians of the children, and shall have 
full control of them till they are 18 
years of age. 

The trustees shall haye power to 
return children to the parents before 
| that age if they see fit. 

The trustees shall have 
bind out the children if a 
opportunity offers, having the power 
to cancel indentures if a child is not 
properly cared for and trained, In 
case of putting children out to service 
their earnings above the cost of their 
clothes shall be paid to the ‘Treasurer 

| of the Home, to be held in trust for 
the children till of age. 

Trustees shall have a right to re- 
ceive any child for special reasons for 
a limited period of time on payment 
of a sum agreed on by them. 

In case of a child proving vicious 
or unmanageable, the trustees shall 
have the right to send it to some in- 
| stitution of a reformatory character. 

Children to be admitted to this 
Home shall be of either sex, and 
either destitute orphans or children 
of parents unable to provide suitable 
means for their living. 

At date of application children 
must have no contagious diseases, 
such as measles, &c. 

Applications for their admission 
should be made in writing. 

On the admission of a child 
children, the parents, guardians or 
parties in charge, must sign an agrer- 
ment to leave the child, or children, 
till 18 years of age, and to surrender 
| control over it or them, during that 
time.

To the People of Maryland. 


In view of the active interest that 


| has been manifested in the municipal 


election just held in this city, it is | 
deemed proper at this time to state 
the results as shown thereby. Mr. 
Latrobe received, according to the 
official returns, 34,770 yotes and Mr. 
Bartlett 30,345. Comparing this with 
the presidential election of 1884, in 
which Mr. Cleveland received 34,289 
and Mr. Blaine 27,535, it is apparent 
that the Increase of Mr. Latrobe's 
vote over that of Mr. Cleveland is 
but 481, while that of Mr. Bartlett 
over Mr. Blaine is 2,760, It is a well* 
known Jact, however, that a presi- 
dential election brings out a larger 
vote than one for municipal or State 
officers only, and a comparison of the 
vote of this city for several years, 
not presidential, shows a normal 
Democratic vote of about 28,000 to 
29,000, and a normal Republican vote 
of 24,000 to 25,000. The figures of 
Wednesday last, therefore, make it 
plain that the Democratic ticket, af'er 
an unusually vigorous canvass, poll- 
ed about the usual presidential vote, 
while that for the Republican ticket 
exceeded it by nearly 3,000, and was 
between 5,000 and 6,000 above the 
normal yote. It follows from this 
that a large number of Independent 
Democrats cast their yotes on Wed- 
nesday last for the Republican ticket, 
The election was one for Mayor and 
members of the City Council only. 
The Democratic candidate for Mayor 
was a gentieman of wide personal 
acquaintance and popularity, connec- 
ted with numerous organizaticns, the 
members of which, from persona] 
considerations, gaye to him hundreds 
of votes that could have been com- 
manded by no other nominee of that 
party. The canvass was one in which 
organized labor took no part, hence 
the vote, with the exception of the 
Independent Democrats, was nar- 
rowed to party lines, and the Repub- 
lican candidate polled by 2,760 the 
largest vote ever polled for the ticket 
of that party in this city, and out of 
thirty members of the City Council 
in both branches eleven of those elec- 
ted were Republican. 

This constitutes a most encourag- 
ing outlook for the ensuing State elec- 
tion. It is in the General Assembly, 
and not the the City Council, that the 
purification of our election laws must 
be effected, and this fact was fully 
understood and appreciated by the 
voters of this city; yet the Third 
Legislative District gave on Wednes- 
day last a Republican majority of 636 
as against an average majority of over 
2000 for the Democratic candidates 
for the Legislature two years ago, and 
in this district is included the Seven- 
teenth Ward, At the State election 
many of those who for personal rea- 
son gave theirsupport to Mr. Latrobe 
will yote for the Republican ticket 
from an honest desire for the purifi- 
cation of the ballot-box. The Re- 
publican and colored yote that rallied 
in strength at the municipal election 
is not disheartened, but will be again 
cast in full for Mr. Brooks and the 
entire Republican ticket; and the 
vote of organized labor, that had no 
grievance against Mr. Latrobe, but 
as against Mr. Jackson, is to be de- 
cided on November 8. These are not 
idle fancies, but known facts, and 
taken in connection with the senti- 
ment of the city as already shown, 
bear to the counties‘of Maryland the 
glad tidings that if they do their 
duty Baltimore city will do hers in 
deciding for a proper registration, a 
free ballot and an honest count at 
future elections, and a restoration of 
a government by the will of the 
people.

It has been frequently remarked 
that the Jewish race has a wonderfu 
power of adaptation to all climates 
Jews are found tn all parts of the 
givbe, and seem to posseas a remark- 
able facility for acclimatization, even 
under the most unfavorable cirgum 
stances, Mesopotamia is considered 
the mother country of the Abra- 
hamic family, as well as the cradle 
of the human race.

In the beginning of the Sev- 
enteenth century a Jewish colony 
settied in Cayenne, in the West In- 
dies, one of the most inhospitable 
climates in South America. 

Cayenne was subsequently con- 
quered by the French, who made it 
a penial settlement, and the Jewish 
eolony was forced to retire to Suri- 
nam, Notwithstanding frequent per- 
secutions, Jewsare still foun tin Per- 
sia, more especially on the Caspian 
sea, where the soil is yery fertile, but 
the climate very unhealty. The prin- 
cipal city if Balprosh, where about 
350 Jewish families reside in almost 
eomplete isolation. They trade with 
their brethren in Great Tartary, and 
are engaged in the wool and silk 
trade or in the sale of citrons. They 
too, trace their origin from the Bab- 
ylonian captivity, for, according toa 
tradition still posesved among them, 
their ancestors settled in Persia in 
the time of Nebuchadnezzer, and did

It is 
no doubt this peculiarity of the Jew- 
ish race which induced a French 
writer on ‘‘Medical Geography” to 
express the opinion that “it is ques- 
tionable whether the crossing of hu. 
man varieties confers on the issue con- 
stant advantages in relation to the 
species ; for the Jewish race seems in 
a wonderful manner capable of adupt- 
ing itself to every change of climate, 
while others are scarcely able to bear 
the least change.’’ The Jew is found 
In every partof the world; In Eu- 
rope, from Norway to Gibraltar; in 
Africa, from Algeirs to the Cape of 
Good Hope: in Asia, from Cochin to 
the Caucasus; from Jaffa to Pekin, 
He has peopled Australia, and has 
given proofs of his powers of acclima- 
tization under the tropics, where peo- 


ple of European origin have con- |

reporter theother day. JL’ll tell you 
how I trained my birds to bring the 
stock quotations to my country place, 
Cheetolah, two miles from the sta 
tion at North Branch, N. J. About 
three years ago I bought four pair o 
‘aqueelers,’ or ‘squabs,’ took them 
down to the country and made them 
a comfortable coop. The birds were 
kept confined, but well fed and luok- 
ed after for three weeks, when the | 
window of their home was opened | 
for them in order that they might go | 
in and out at pleasure. 

The first thing they did was to go 
to the window and look out; next 
they would hop about until they 
were a foot from the room. They 
reconnoitered and carefully observed 
everything, and then they went in 
again, Ina few minutes they would 
come out again, and, I could clearly 
gee, with greater assurance, They 
flew on the roof, picked themselyes, 
and played around till night time, 
when they went back, each to the 
identical place where it had been ac- 
customed to roost. 

Alter seyeral days, as soon as the 
birds were certain that they would 
not be molested, they commenced to 
take obseryations of my place, and,

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Prohibition Sustained. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 5.—A very im- 
portant decision, and one likely to be 
far-reaching in its consequences, was 
rendered by the United States 
preme Courtztoday in the so-called 
Kansas prohibition cases of Mugler 
against the State of Kansas, and the 
State of Kansas against Ziebold and 
others. The jadgment of thezcourt 
was pronounced in a long and elab- 
orate opinion by Mr. Justice Harlan, 
who said: ‘*Tne general question in 
each case is whether the prohibition 
statutes of Kansas are in conflict 
with that clause of the fourteenth 
amendment which provides that ‘no 
State shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or 
immunities of citizens of the United 
States; nor shall any State deprive 
any of his life, liberty 
property without due process of law.’ 
That legislation by a State 
Ing the manufacture within her lim- 
its of intoxicating liquors to be there 
sold or bartered for general use as a 
beverage does not in- 
fring any right, privilege or immu 
nity secured by the constitution 
the United States is made clear by 
the decision of this court rendered 
before and since the adoption of the 
fourteenth amendment. It is, how- 
ever, contended that, although the 
State may prohibit the manufacture 
of intoxicating liquors for sale or bar- 
ter within her limits for general use 
as a beyerage, no Conyention or Leg- 
islature has the right under our form 
of government to prohibit any citi- 
zen from manufacturing for his own 
use or for export or storage any ar- 
ticle of food or drink not endangering 
or affecting the rights of others, It 
will be observed that the proposition 
and the argument made in support 
of it equally concede that the right 
to manufacture drink for one’s per 
sonal use is subject to the condition 
that such manufacture does not en- 
danger or affect the rights of others 
If such manufacture does prejudi- 
cally affect the rights and interests of 
the community, it follows, from the 
very premises stated by counsel, that 
society has the power to protect itself 
by legislation against the injurious 
consequences of that business, But 
by whom or by what authority is it 
to be determined whether the manu- 
facture of particular articles of drink 
—either for general use or for the 
personal use of the maker—will in- 
juriously affect the public? Power 
to determine such questions so as to 
bind all must exist somewhere, else 
society will be at the mercy of the 
few, who, regarding only their own 
appetites or passions, may be willing 
to imperil the peace and security of 
the many, provided only they are 
permitted to do as they please. Un- 
der our system that power is lodged 
with the legislative branch of the| 
government. It belongs to that de- | 
partment to exert what are known as 
the police powers of the State. It! 
must determine primarily what 
measures are appropriate or needful | 
for the protection of the public mor- 
als, the public heaith or the public 
safety. There is here no justification 
for holding that the State under the 
guise merely of police regulations is 
aiming to deprive the citizen of his| 
constitutional rights, for we cannot 
shut out of view the fact, within the 
knowledge of all, that the public 
health, the public morals and the 
public safety may be endangered by 
the general use of intoxicating drinks; 
nor can we ignore the fact, establish 
ed by statistics accessible to every 
one that the disorder, pauperism and 
evime prevalent in the country are, 
ip large measure, directly traceabl 
to this eyil.

|} and sweet-potatoes are growing as in | 
summer-time, and many of our sweet 
| wild flowers are abloom, to lend 
) their beauty and fragrance to our 
holiday decorations. It is held to be 
arulein Florida meteorology, that 
}an unusually dry summer is followed 
by a correspondingly mild winter. 
| On the credit of this tradition, we are | 
going on to start our early crops. Ere 
| this reaches you, I shall haye made 
my first setting of tomatoes, planted 
some corn, Irish potatoes, &e. An 
odd occupation, it will seem to you, 
for holday week. It may prove labor | 
| thrown away ; but here, as elsewhere, 
| one must risk a little to win the more. 
Our orange harvest is well got through | 
with, and has proyed itself a great 
help to Florida. Your tardy corre- 
spondent ‘took a hand” in this line | 
of work for the firattime. Intwenty 
days I packed 1500 boxes cf golden 
globes, making, as the ayerage was 
about 200 to the box, 800,000 oranges. 
Of this number, one of my daughters | 
wrapped full 150,000 in the 
time. This for ‘*greenies,”’ is counted 
quite extraordinary.
